Means, former 
agent of the department of justice, was 
sentenced Friday to two y ears in At­ 
lanta prison %nd fined $10,000 by fed­ 
eral Judge Lindley in New York City . 
Colonel Thomas B. Felder, a New 
York lawy er, who 
was 
found guilty 
together with Means, was fined $10,000. 
The defendants were indicted on one 
count setting forth eight other acts, in­ 
cluding a charge ot conspiracy to bribe 
high federal officials. 
Elmer W. Jarneke, a former confi­ 
dential 
employ e of Means, also was 
indicted, but plead guilty and turned 
state’s evidence in connection with a 
$5000 bribe collected by himself and 
his associates from defendants in the 
“glass casket mail 
fraud.” two y ears 
ago. 
Both Means and Colonel Felder were 
visibly affected at tho verdict. 
Means is under $25,000 bail pending 
appeal from his conviction for viola­ 
tion of the Volstead act and an addi­ 
tional $1 5 ,0 0 0 bail covering another in­ 
dictment. 
His bail of $10,000 i,n the 
present case, furnished 
by Frank A. 
Vanderlip, was cancelled.

defendants claimed 
to be in 
poor health.

Officials of the Crager Sy stem Inc., 
and the Glass Casket oon\pany of Al­ 
toona, Pennsy lvania, charged the trio 
with having obtained 
$65,000

would be spent in bribing high gov­ 
ernm ent officials to call off their prose-1 
cution on charges of having used the 
mails in a stock fraud conspiracy .

Washington.—Qualified enlisted men 
of the United States army receiv e 
schooling In almost ev ery mechanical 
trade of the automob ile Industry at the 
Motor Transport school, located at 
Camp Holab ird, Md.f which is within 
the limits of the city of Baltimore. The 
United States Army Recruiting News 
states that from 300 to 400 accom­ 
plished 
mechanics 
ev ery 
year 
aw 
turned b ack to their respectiv e units, 
which thus gain skilled workmen, as 
well as men who are ab le to Impart 
to others the knowledge they hav e ae- 
luired. 
This school is a comparativ ely young 
nstitution. The adv ent of motor trans­ 
portation in the army called for effi­ 
lent and economical operation and 
maintenance of the same in the field, 
fo prov ide for this necessity it was 
lecided to estab lish a school for the 
nstruction of personnel whose work 
endered a knowledge of motors essen- 
rial. 
In July, 1919, Col. Georg*» P. 
Hawes, Jr., field artillery, reported fo 
he chief of the motor transport corps 
tt Washington. 
He receiv ed v erb al 
instructions to proceed to Camp Hola- 
>ird and organize a motor transport 
raining school. 
On July 7, 1919, the

If the o rchard canno t be m ad e a pay ­ 
ing pro po sitio n, why let it o ccu py land

cro ps 
can

gro wn? 
Fu rtherm o re, the o ld trees in 
a d ead and d y ing co nd itio n harbo r d is­ 
ease an d insects, and the u nsightly 
appearan ce o f a neglected o rchard is 
a bad ad v ertisem ent fo r the o wner, 
po ints o u t A. E. Schilletter, ex tensio n 
ho rticu ltu rist, at Clemso n co llege. 
Lf there is a 40 per cent stand o f 
trees th a t can be bro u ght back into 
bearing by reno v atio n, it will pay to 
u n d e rta ke the wo rk. 
If this Is no t the 
case, it will pay b e tte r to plant anew. 
T he gro w er sho u ld kno w the v arieties 
befo re the wo rk Is begu n, so that he 
can 
d eterm ine which 
trees will 
be 
pro fitable. 
Acco rd ing to Mr. Schilletter, wo rk 
o n the o ld o rchard sho u ld begin at 
o nce, and sho u ld co nsist o f tho ro u gh 
an d carefu l spray ing, pru ning, wo rm­ 
ing and cu ltiv ating. 
Pru ning.— This 
preserv es 
the 
life, 
health and v igo r o f the tree by remo v ­ 
ing 
d ead , 
d iseased 
and 
interfering 
branches, co ncentrates the gro wth into 
the 
fru it-fo rm ing branches, and e n ­ 
co u rages new wo o d gro w th in su ppo rt 
o f the nex t cro p o f fru it. 
Spray ing.— Spray ing safegu ard s and 
pro lo ngs the life o f the trees by re­ 
pelling insect and d isease attacks, and 
d ecreases the percentage o f d ecay ed 
and w o rm y fru it. 
Ho wev er, it m u st be 
clearly u nd ersto o d tha t d ifferent pests 
requ ire d ifferent spray s, and that the 
w inter applicatio n o f spray is mainly 
fo r preserv ing the life o f the tr. e. 
W o rming.-—This rid s 
the trees o f 
w o rm s th a t bo re into the ro o ts o f the 
trees. 
T he presence o f w o rm s is ind i­ 
cated by sap ex u d atio n o r jelly n ear 
the gro u n d In the peach and plu m, and 
by y ello w ing o f the apple and pear. I 
These w o rm s m u st be d u g and cu t o u t. (

sect. 
Cu ltiv atio n.—T his o peratio n aid s in 
d estro y ing weed s and grass, red u ces 
the harbo rin g places fo r insects, m akes 
pla n t fo o d av ailable, and enco u rages 
tree gro w th.
